tiHtiCB, has completed his annual report 
of foreign commerce. It shows a falling 
off in our foreign trade during the taut 
fiscal year of $93,251,921. Comparing 
oar foreign commerce with that of other 
nations, Great Britain Blinds first, Ger- 
many Recond, France third and th« 
United States fourth. The most notable 
features of our foreign trade during the 
last fisoul year, as compared with the 
trade of 1884, waa a decrease in imports 
of merchandise of $9,000,000. The de- 
crease occurred mainly lu imports of 
sugar and molasses, and iron and steel, 
and manufacturers o/ iron and uteel. 
Great Britain not only takes about 60 p«r 
cent of our agiioultnral and unmanu- 
factured products, but also a larger 
share, amouutiug to 27 pel cent, of our 
manufactures, than do Central America, 
the "West Indies and South America 
combined

•was only preliminary to more fornv.il 
caucuses later on, but,will, nevertheless, 
have an important beaiiug upon the 
subsequent action of the Senate major- 
ity towards the Administration. 


It is concuded that many nominations 


v/ill fail of confirmations, for various 
reasons, which are common to nil ad- 
ministrations. Republican officeholders 
who have been removed upon the charge 
of offensive partisanship have been, in 
many instances, active all Summer, and 
the new appointee will be astounded to 
learn that their past lives, with every 
blot upon their characters), have been 
carefully collected and presented to the 
Senate Committee. The Senate major- 
ity had not discouraged this system be- 
cause it is deemed but fair retaliation 
for the offensive manner in which some 
officials havs been bounced, 


The Bapnbhcan Senators feel that 


they are about all there ia loft of the 
party, and their majority is the only 
check to Democratic methods not pleas- 
ing to the rank and file of Republicans. 
The present majority in the Senate 
must b« maintained at all hazard's, they 
gay, to preserve the equilibrium of pol- 
itics. About every Republican Senator
